SF State Strike Students 
seeking SSC Support

**...We are calling for a general strike 
of all State College campuses; a strike 
putting forward the demand: we, as white 
Students, support the right of black and 
Third World people to liberate themselves 
from their oppression."* So says a state- 
ment from the San I rancisco Strike Com- 
mittee, 

Last l'riday, a crowd of approximately 
200 students gathered inthe outdoor cating 
area to listen to speakers who supported 
the recent strike of San Francisco State 
College students, 

Leonard D. Cain, SSC professor of 
sociology, said that his concern was that 
the new demands being made on campus 
should be recognized. Ile further stated 
that the most important function of edu- 
cation should be the task of finding truths. 
“We are people, and this (condition at 
SF State) is to be decried and protested 
against. Education has become a factory. 
There is a need for an arena of ideas — 
a place where people can produce models 
and not be challenged."’ 


Credibility In Doubt 


Frank Parknell, sociology professor at 
SF State, told about the “‘big scare’? — 
universities and institutions being taken 





over by the politicians. Today, there is 
a system called ‘‘institutional integrity’’ 
which can question the credibility of a 
college institution. He said that nine 
major campuses are in danger of losing 
their credibility because the students could 
not be restrained. 


Laurie Winans, a San Francisco Mate 
student, requested the SSC Academic 
Senate to pass a resolution supporting the 
student strike. She also pleaded for 
support of the strike by the students of 
Sacramento State. 

The Friday program was climaxed by 
a skit in which the San Iranciseo State 
students portrayed themscives as well as 
members of the board of regents. 

(ne student wore a newspaper hat, 
another a Signal Oil hat, and still another, 
a Del Monte Can hat, representing the 


business interests of several members 
of the board, 
In the skit, the students made their 


demands to the deaf vars of the regenis, 

One of the songs sung by the mock 
regents in reply to the students was, 
“We Will Not Be Intimidated,’* and another 
dealt with racial aspects of the problem 


when they chanted and danced a “ring- 
around-the rosie.’’ 
The audience applauded the actors, 


but one student heckler asked, ‘‘Why don’t 
you quit school’’’’ 


remarked head coach Ray Clemons. A 
squad, out of respect for the other team, 
does not want to demoralize the opposi- 
tion, and if it were up to Clemons the 
score would not have sailed as high as 
it did. However, had the Hornets left 
in their number one team for the entire 
game, the score could have seen three 
figures,

Institutional Slavery 


Might your four-plus years of institutional slavery be for naught’? 
Might the nights of no sleep and much speed be wasted’? Might your 
interminable period of quasi-acquiescence to a detestable, archaic, 
superfluous educational system end up in the trash can — where it 
belongs’? 

The answer is YES! Now I'll tell you the question: ‘‘Can the State 
College System lose its acc reditation?’’ 

The San Francisco State fiasco has opened a Pandora’s box of 
implications. What started out to be the disinissal of a Negro instructor 
who refused to conform to certain teaching limitations and the ex- 
pulsion of a nigger student who didn’t know his place in the hierarchial 
structure of the educational plantation has burgeoned into an objective 
look at the quality and spectrum of curriculum and instruction in the 
State College System — particularly under the “blood and iron’’ rule 
of ‘Kaiser’? Dumke! 





Puppets And Marionettes 


Concerned administrators, instructors and slaves have long feared 
that the rule of puppet chancellors and marionette presidents is creating 
a stagnant system of instruction; incapable of teaching the skills, 
philosophies and general subject matter necessary in the contemporary 
ethos of pandemonium. 

Further, they fear that academic freedom is being suffocated in the 
stranglehold of a public-opinion conscious, paranoid legislature, domi- 
nated by a crypto-fascist governor. 

And the ultimate fear is that this regressive regime wil! so cripple 
the teaching potential of our State Colleges, that the level of education 
will no longer be deemed sufficient to equip its graduates with the 
knowledge necessary to perform in our complex society or to be 
admitted into graduate programs in other institutions, including the 
University of California! 

The people responsible for this spectre, the Governor, Legislature, 
Chancellor and Board of Trustees, are undoubtedly acting in good faith 
and pursuing a course they fee! to be in the best interest of the State 
Colleges; however, there are those, in the Legislature, in the Chan- 
cellor’s Office and on the Board of Trustees, as well as on the cam- 
puses, who disagree. As usual, these dissident voices have been dis- 
regarded and violence has erupted. And, again as usual the emphasis 
has shifted from remedying the underlying causes to effecting an 
immediate solution to the manisfestation. 


Let Us Not Succumb ~ 


Let us, this time, not succumb to the ruse. Let us, this time, 
demand mediation on the core problem. Let us, this time, forget 
vengeance and innate animosity in an attempt to effect a lasting com- 
promise. Let us, this time, establish a committee of students and 
instructors to meet with the Board of Trustees to discuss a temporary 
reconciliation and a permanent agreement. 

To be more explicit, let us establish a committee (possibly three 
instructors and three students) to meet immediately with the trustees 
to resolve San Francisco State’s curriculum dilemma. Also, let it be 
understood that this committee and the Board of Trustees will then 
tackle the more crucial problem of alleviating future crises of this 
nature. Perhaps this could be accomplished by giving the State Academic 
Senate a veto on the Board of Trustees recommendations of chancellors 
and by giving the State College Faculties andthe State College Students, 
each, a voting seat on the Board of Trustees. 


In short — give us a voice in your administration or there will be 


nothing left to administer.

ed with discontent about the state 
of inertia, so clearly evident, when 
black people make demands must 
either suffer the aggravation of 
deferred gratification, or break 
away and seek those ‘‘means’’ 
best akeen to these frustrations, 
Thus we arrive at making a de- 
cision, 

The decision for action by black 
people has historical annals of 
yet undetermined depth, and the 
hairline of separation between 
action or inaction, was clearly 
exemplified by the firing of George 
Murray. The cry of anger that 
went up when Murray reacted 
against his oppressors, bespeaks 
of what is commonly referred to 
in the good book (Bible), ‘The 
Lord giveth and the Lord taketh 


freedom; and the expression of 
political freedom, although con- 
stitutionally guaranteed, is not an 
objective in any system of higher 
education, Institutions of higher 
education are de signed to 
disseminate knowledge to students, 
not to serve as testing grounds 
for political activism 

The Student Senate was not even 
in the position of authority to 
censure Dumke, If Dumke is to 
be censured, then the admin- 
istration departments of the 
various colleges should have cen- 
sured him. The Student Senate’s 
censure of the Chancellor might be 
compared to the California legis- 
lature voting to censure Adam 
Clayton Powell for unethical 
practices; they have neither the 
authority nor the right to do it. 
This is a point our Student Sen- 
ate has ignored: government, due 
to the scope of its authority, is 
limited to certain matters of bus- 
iness, As the Student Senate of 
SSC, it is limited to legislating 
matters of student_ government, 
Censureing Chancellor Dumke is 
not a student matter; therefore the 
Student Senate acted not as the 
government of SSC students, but 
only as a group of dissenting 
individuals, Yet their presumption 
of power reflects on every student 
at SSC, As the student govern- 
ment of SSC the Student Senate 
voices the opinions of the majority 
of students. Did the majority of 
students think Dumke should be 
censured’? Who knows’? But as- 
suredly, the Student Senate never 
bothered to find out, 

So, since it was none of its 
business to censure the Chancellor 
in the first place, since it never 
polled the students to ascertain 
that the resolution was approved 
by the majority of the students, 
and since it has so stupidly label- 
ed the Chancellor's presumed 
offense as a breach of academic 
freedom, it is only too plain that 
the Student Senate is not working 
for the goals set up for it in 
the ASSSC Constitution, The tide 
of irresponsible radicalism and 
the immaturity of playing follow- 
the-leader (because other Student 
Senators make asses of them- 
selves, why don’t we do likewise’’) 
has turned our Student Senate into 
an exclusive club of irrational 
politicos destined only to gratify 
their own political aspirations 
under the all persuasive guise of 
liberalism, I hope the trend can 
be changed before it is too late, 
If not, the students of SSC will 
have to do a considerable amount 
of legislative housecleaning in the 
May elections,

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Japanese Students Riot for Variety of Reasons 


TOKYO (AP)— Dressed in steel 
helmets, carrying baskets of rocks 
and bludgeons, they are spoiling for 
a fight. They usually get it. 

Extremist students in more than 
59 Japanese universities have been 
on a rampage for months. They 
have beaten professors, locked in 
school presidents, battled police 
and inflicted millions of dollars in 
damage. 

They observed International 
Antiwar Day Monday by staging 
a small war of their own. 

In Tokyo, they wrecked the busy 
Shinjuku rail hub, smashing 
windows, settting fire to buses and 
buildings, ripping out train signals, 
tearing up track ties. 


Meet Police Head—On 


Like pike-carrying foot sol- 
diers of medieval armies, they met 
police—similarly attired in heavy 
protective clothing and carrying 
nets—-in head-on clashes. When 
the smoke and turmoil subsided, 
340 police and students had been 
injured and 928 had been arrested. 

At least a million commuters 
had to walk or take other means 
of transportation as two of Tokyo’s 
main rail lines were paralyzec the 
next morning. 


The harassed Tokyo metropoli- 
tan police board invoked the riot act 
for the first time in 16 years, Under 
it, ringleaders can get up to 10 
years in prison, 

In the past 10 months, about 
4,000 demonstrating students have 
been arrested throughout the 
country. They include members of 
the national Zengakuren student 
association, which contemptuously 
dismisses Mao Tse-tung as too 
namby pamby. Other thousands 
come from institutions considered 
sO conservative no one bothered 
organizing them politically. 


Oppose Viet War 


The Antiwar Day demonstrators 
were led by Zengakuren extremists 
who oppose the Vietnam war, want 
U.S. forces to get out of Japan 
and regard Prime Minister Eisaku 
Sato’s Liberal Democratic goveimn- 
ment as reactionary. 

They get little public support 
and almost none from more 
moderate but less vocal students 
who are a majority of Japan’s 
1.5 million undergraduates. 

Most of Japan's student mal- 
contents are aroused by probiems 
closer to home.

university administration.

In a 12-hour confrontation with 
12,000 undergraduates Oct. |, 
Chancellor Jujiro Furata and the 
board of directors promised to 
make sweeping concessions, clean 
up the administration and, to cap 
it all, resign in a group. 

But the next day Furata and 


directors announced they had with- 
drawn their resignations. This set 
the stage for prolongation of the 
6-month-old dispute.

Then President 
Kazuo Okichi called in riot police 
to oust a group occupying § the 
administration offices, and the 
entire student body rallied behind 
the medica! students.

Negro Solons Seek Political “Drop Ins” 


SACRAMENTO AP — Two 
Negro  legisiators who have 
achieved political success are 
spearheading a program to con- 
vince talented young minority 
group men and women to ‘drop 
in’’ on the political system. 

To pay for it, the Urban Af- 
fairs Foundation they direct had 
$500,000 in its treasury today and 
the hunt was on for participants 
in the program. 

Sen. Mervyn M, Dymally and 
Assemblyman Bill Greene, both 
Los Angeles Democrats, outlined 
the first-of-its-kind program at a 
news conference Monday, Nov.11. 

Dymally, a student at SSC, made 
clear that ‘‘we are not happy with 
the system’ as it now operates, 
but added: ‘‘We do not believe in 
being dropouts. We are drop-ins."’ 

One reason there are so few

He feels that 
expanded educational programs on 
all aspects of birth control, in- 
cluding voluntary sterilization, are 
urgently needed to help parents 
limit their families to the number 
of children they can care 
for, nurture and love.

Eddie Cochems: Father Of Forward Pass

( “Father of the Forward 
Pass” was written by SSC 
Sports Director, Phil Dynan, 
and was purchased by a num- 
ber of well known periodicals 
including, ‘‘Sports [llustrated’’, 
“True” magazine, “This 
Week’? magazine and ‘‘Coach 
and Athlete’ magazine. ) 

With these pass-happy days, 
when every quarterback’s name 
seems to be Joe Throw, it’s 
about time somebody voted 
Edward B. Cochems into the 
Footbal! Hall of Fame. 

Who is Eddie Cochems? Just 
the coach who started it all, 
that’s who! He died in Madison, 
Wisconsin, at the age of 76 in 
1953, but 61 years ago he be- 
came the Father of the Forward 
Pass, the forecaster of the 
streamlined football, the inven- 
tor of a surprisingly modern 
pass defense and the first to 
realize you can’t pass success- 
fully without a strong running 
attack, 

Most football historians 
would agree, though many fans 
might not. Hollywood has con- 
fused the issue in more than 
one movie by saying Gus Dorais 
threw the first pass to Knute 
Rockne when both piayed for 
Notre Dam in 1913. But Rockne, 
himself, admitted it isn’t so. 


Who Started It? 


Various other schools have 
been credited with that historic 
first pass. But !’ve spent 10 
years as a sports publicist (at 
St. Louis University, Western 
Illinois and now 11 years later 
at SSC tracking down these rival 
claims — and Ihave either been 
unable to substantiate them or 
have found they are based on 
practice sessions or, in one 
case, on an out-of-season 
experiment, 

There’s no doubt about it —

Eddie Cochems coached the 
first team to throw the forward 
pass in a bona fide contest, ina 
game between his St. Louis 
Billikens and little Carrol Col- 
lege at Waukesha, Wisconsin, 
on September 5, 1906. And 
there are many fascinating new 
facts to confirm it. 

It was no hit-or-miss, des- 
parate pass, for one thing. It 
was the result of long, careful 
planning by the first coach to 


recognize the revolutionary 
possibilities of a then-new 
weapon. 

In the spring of 1906, 


Cochems, an ex-University of 
Wisconsin football hero and 
coach at three other schools, 
had been appointed athletic di- 
rector ana head football coach 
at St. Louis. The challenge he 
faced was bigger than the job 
itself — the very game of foot- 
ball was on tria!. 

After the 1905 season, there 
had been great public clamor 
over the brutality of football. 
Several boys had been killed as 
a result of the brute-strength 
type of game then in vogue. 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
had called the heads of some of 
the leading universities and 
urged them to eliminate the 
dangerous aspects of the game, 
4 committee was formed and 
new rules drawn up. 


New Rule 


One new rule made it neces- 
sary to gain 10 yards, instead 
of five, in three downs ( the 
current rule, requiring 10 yards 
to be gained in four downs, did 
not come in till 1912), Another, 
more important, of the 1906 
new rules made it legal to throw 
the ball forward. 

However, the introduction of 
the forward pass came about 
under elaborate restrictions. 
For example, after an incom- 
plete forward pass, the ball 
would go to the opponents. Ditto 
if it crossed the scrimmage line 


less than five yards left or 
right of where the bail was 
snapped, Again, a scoring pass 
would count only for a ‘‘touch~- 
back’’, worth two points in those 
days. 

Most caaches believed the 
play had too many boomerangs. 
But Cochems saw the possibili- 
ties. He persuaded St. Louis 
authorities to let him take his 
16-man squad to Lake Beulah, 
Wisconsin, in July to start 
training. 

“I’ve got to figure out a way 
to get 10 yards inthree downs,"’ 
he explained. He never mention- 
ed the “‘projectile pass’’ — as 
he called it — but he'd been 
thinking about it. 

He’d studied the proportions 
of the ball, fatter in those days 
because it was designed to fit 
the instep of the shoe for kicking 
and the pit of the arm for carry- 
ing. He finally !itonthe lacings 
as the only part of the ball 
where it could be held for 
throwing overhand, in a spiral, 
on its long axis, (He later re- 
commended slimming it so a 
passer could get a better grip.) 


The Discovery 


One day Cochems called the 
squad together. He tossed a 
football among the players and 
told them to put their fingers 
between the twe lacings nearest 
either end, where the diameter 
was shortest, and to throw it 
with a twist of the wrist. In 
about half an hour halfback 
Brad Robinson came back yel- 
ling: ‘‘Coach, I can throw the 
danged thing 40 yards!"’ 

Throwing the bal! 40 yards 
was easy for Robinson because 
the husky halfback had already 
developed a style. Robinson 
disclosed to his coach later 
that while practicing punting at 
Wisconsin in 1904, he had asked 
a teammate, Howard P. Savage, 
to kick the ball back to him 
Having a painful foot injury, 
Savage threw the ball back

overhand, instead. 

“He could throw my punts 
back almost as far as | could 
kick them,."’ Robinson told 
Cochems, ‘He was the first 
man I ever saw throw the ball 
overhanded, I got Savage to 
show me how he did it. From 
then on I was constantly spiral- 
ing the ball overhanded, I 
couldn't do it in a game because 
it wasn’t legal, but I spent a 
lot of time throwing for fun,” 

Cochems made his boys work 
constantly on the long pass — 
and on spread formations for 
pass defense, too. He figured 
every coach he played that year 
would be wise to the forward 
pass, or get wise as soon as 
Cochems’ team began to use it. 
How wrong he was! Most teams 
used it only sparingly that first 
season, many with an under- 
hand, end-over-end technique. 


Modernizing Techniques 


Cochems’ pass defense sys- 
tem was to have the center and 
the guards charge low and 
tackle “over the knee’’ in the 
same style all coaches taught 
in the oldfive-yard game, tlow- 
ever, he made his ends and 
tackles depart from the ortho- 
dox and rush the offense from 
a standing position, tackling 
high, slapping down forward 
passes and blocking — the 
passer’s view. The secondary 
played a zone. Inthese aspects, 
he was amazingly close to 
modern techniques. 


The Billikens had scheduled 
four pre-season games, the 
first with Carroll College of 
Waukesha, and hoping to save 
his ‘‘secret weapon’’ for the 
regular season, Cochems warn- 
ed his boys to forget the forward 
pass. ‘“‘We won't need it’, he 
said, 

But Carroil] proved to be 
stronger than expected; mid- 
way in the second half the game 
was still scoreless. Cochems 
was pacing the sidelines im- 
patiently. Onthe field, Robinson 
took a quick look at his coach, 
turned to his teammates and 
said, ‘‘Now we pass a liitle,"’ 

The first pass Robinson 
threw fell short of the mark and 
the ball went over to a sur- 
prised Carroll team, A few 
minutes later, however, St, 
Louis regained possession and 
again Robinson faded to throw. 
The Carroll defense was con- 
fused. Billiken Jack Schneider 
had gone down the field about 
20 vards and cut to his left 
( the outside) when he heard 


Robinson shout, ‘‘Hike!’’ Still 
traveling at full speed, he turn- 
ed his head, caught the bal! and 
himself yelled “Hike!” as a 
signal for his mates to start the 
downfield blocking. But no one 
was near him. He scored easily. 
St. Louis Univezsity had made 
sports history, and went on to 
win the game by a score of 
22 to 0. 


The First Pass 


Frank G. James, playing 
right end for Carroll, said later, 
“A man ran past me well out 
to their left ... 1 could not go 
with him because it would have 
left a hole in our line. You can 
imagine my surprise when the 
St. Louis quarterback threw it 
to the man far out on my left, 
who caught it and had a clear 
field in front of him.” He 
added that it was the first for- 
ward pass he — at least — had 
ever seen, 

Although some record books 
say the forward pass was first 
used in a game in the Fast, 
that misconception is due, as 
Rockne later pointed out in his 
autobiography, to the fact that 


‘the Fast searcely realized 
fontball existed bevond the Alle- 
ghenies,** Even Gus Dorais 


told a reporter, years later, 
“Eddie Cochems deserves full 
credit for the forward pass,”’ 

“St. Louis, mixing its passes 
lightly with its running attack, 
went on to win all four pre- 
season games and seven regula! 
season games as well, \l- 
together, the Biliikens scored 
407 points, their opponents 11, 
In the 34-2 walloping of Kansas 
U., Brad Robinson threw a pass 
for a 67-yard touchdown, 
Virtually all of it in the air, 
to Jack Schneider — a distance 
that was recognized asa record 
for years, 

In the final game of the 
season, the Billikens beat lowa, 
called by many the best team 
west of the Mississippi, 39-4. 
Keferce Hacket of West Point 
called it, afterward, ‘the most 
perfect exhibition of the new 
rules I have seen all season 
(Yale and Harvard) throw higt 
in the air... the Mt. Louis 
players shoot the ball hard and 
accuratels . With the high 
pass (there is) time for the 
defensive side to run in, The 
fast throw, .. struck me as 
all but perfect.” 

tt was a tribute 
of its time — to eddie Cochems, 
who was ahead of his time, 
Isn't it time the Hall of Fame 
caught up’’
